Ministerial Land Jumping. 

By dint of perseveringimportunity, 
wo have at length Bucceeded in screw- 
ing from an unwilling Government the 
official record of the Deep Bay land 
jumping affair. It is meagre, 'tis true; 
but it is all we have to expect from 
that quarter, and it will serve our 
present purpose. By and by, when 
the matter conies up in another form, 
much more will doubtless be evolved. 
Meanwhile, this historic record may 
servo as a chart, in so far as dates and 
facts are concerned, in dealing with 
a subject involving important princi- 
ples and personal rights, as well as 
Ministerial reputation. And it is 
chiofly as an abstract principle in poli- 
tical ethics that it is proposed at present 
to deal with the subject. There arc 
personal rights, or perhaps wo should 
say wrongs, involved in this case; and 
wo have no desire to under- value them. 
Would that we could redress them 
with a willing pen. But a law court 
or parliament may do that. That 
which concerns the public mo' o is the 
abstract principle involved in the pro- 
position, — "Shall a Cabinet Minister, 
paid by the people to protect their 
rights and promote their interests, be 
permitted to 'jump' choice bits of 
land over the heads of the people, 
and hold the same by legal subter- 
fuge?" It will readily be observed 
that the principle is far reaching. 
"What is Donaldson's case to-day may 
be your's to-morrow. It comes to be 
a public question, then, one which 
is brought home to every individual, 
one which concerns the body politic. 
In order to consider this question in- 
telligently and answer it properly, it 
will be necessary to examine how far 
a Cabinet Minister may bo able to turn 
his official knowledge and influence to 
his own personal advantage and, con- 
sequently, to the disadvantage of the 
people, in matters of this nature. To 
trace (and it shall be very briefly) the 
history of the Deep Bay case may aid 
the reader in doing that; although, for 
purposes of illustrating the general 
principle, tho case is defective in some 
particulars. On the 17th of December 
last tho Provincial Secretary had his 
claim recorded to a valuable piece of 
land on Deep Bay. The land in ques- 
tion was occupied at the time by an in- 
dustrious settler, who was improving 
it with a view to making a home, in- 
tending as soon as ho came to Victoria 
to comply with tho legal formula. It 
is rather more than doubtful whether 
the Provincial Secretary, himself, had 
fulfilled the preliminary legal condi- 
tions. It is asserted by Mr. Donald- 
son that he did not; — that no stakes 
were put down or notices put up; and 
it will bo admitted that these prelimin- 
aries could not well have been com- 
plied with and Mr. Donaldson not 
know it. The act of tho Chief Com- 
missioner (who, by the way, was a 
lawyer, and ought to have known) in 
recording that claim was wrong, know- 
ing right well, as he did, that the Act 
under which the record was made was 
framed with a special view to prevent- 
ing precisely this class of pre-emptions. 
But if wrong was done in making the 
record, still greater wrong way done 
in immediately turning round and 
granting this spurious pre-emptor four 
months' leave of absence! In truth, it 
seems difficult to conceive of any more 
flagrant violation of one of the funda- 
mental principles of tho Act of 1870. 
Here wo have granted to one who had 
no proper right to pre-empt at all and 
who never had the remotest idea of 
fulfilling tho cardinal condition of 
'bona fide' residence, a concession in 
the nature of a favor designed exclu- 
sively for the actual settler who is 
honestly making a homo upon his pre- 
emption. This is bad, very bad; but 
the reader must be prepared for ac- 
tions involving still greater possible 
turpitude. And this brings us to a 
more delicate part of the subject, 
ono which, for personal reasons, we 
would have greatly preferred to 
skip, did it not involve important 
principles and rights for which we feel 
bound to contend. It. will 'scarcely 
be necessary to remind the reader that 
the four months' leave of absence was 
but one of a series of expedients re- 
sorted to for tho pui'pose of evading 
the letter and violating the spirit of the 
law. What was tho next V ( )n the 29th of 
March Mr. Pawcett was gazetted Gov- 
ernment agent for Nanaimo. On the 
2nd of April ho repaired to the scene 
of his new duties. On the 9th of April 
he issued a " license to substitute" in 
favor of the Hon. John Ash, thereby 
enabling said Ash to evade for a fur- 
ther period of six months the cardinal 
condition of personal occupation which 
constitutes a fundamental principle of 
the Act under which he had fraudu- 
lently pre-empted. Here, again, is a 
concession designed exclusively for the 
"bona fide" pettier, and only to be 
granted when such settler "shall show 
good cause to the satisfaction of the 
Commissioner" that lie is deserving of 
it. But the most painful feature' of this 
part of the case consist s in the fact that, 
in this instance, the Commissioner who 
had to be"satislied" was the appointee, 
and fresh at that, of the jumping min- 
ister who had to "satisfy"! This little 
circumstance may, perhaps, throw some 
light upon tho otherwise inexplicable 
conduct of the Minister in going all the 
way to Nanaimo for a ''license to sub- 
stitute, "after having mado his record 



and obtaining his "leavo of absence" 
at tho head office in Victoria. We 
would not like to say that tho Minister 
soloctod the Commissioner with an especi- 
al view to his being easily satisfied on this 
poiut, and that tho Commissioner was 
onsily satisfied because tho pro-emptorwas 
tho Ministor to -whom ho owed his ap- 
pointment. Wo merely state facts, leav- 
ing tho render to work out conclusions. 
It is suflieiont for our present purpose to 
point out tho obvious possibility of such 
gentlo influences being felt on both sides 
in these most delicate transactions. Thero 
need, however, be no hesitation in audit- 
ing that, in issuing tho "license to substi- 
tute," tho Commissioner at Nanaimo, act- 
ing under still more dolicate and suspici- 
ous circumstances, committed wrong 
equally with tho Chief Commissioner at 
Victoria. What tho next step, the next 
artful expedient resorted to for tho pur- 
pose of evading tho law, will be remains 
to bo seen; but wo shall not fail to record 
it when taken. It is just possible the 
superficial student of Responsible Gov- 
ernment may think we are straining tho 
principle herein involved; but a little ro- 
fleotion will, it is believed, show that it 
would be difficult to lay too much stress 
on it. How very sensitive we all are 
about the independence of Parliament ; 
and properly so. Tho language employ- 
ed in all Acts of tho kind for preventing 
members boing directly or indirectly in- 
terested in any work, contract, undertak- 
ing, matter or thing involving personal 
profit or advantage, is of tl b most search- 
ing and far-reaching character. And 
why ? Simply this, that when a man ac- 
cepts tho public trust ho is, as it were, set 
apart for the public, good; and bo may 
not uso his position, influence or vote for 
purposes of personal aggrandisement, 
hut let Ministers becomo contractors un- 
der the Government of which they are 
members, and the floodgates of corrup- 
tion are at onco thrown wide open. And 
when wo find a Minister, in the position 
of a fraudulent pre-emptor of valuable 
land, presenting himself at the depart- 
ment of a brother Mini' tor, or still worse, 
at the office of a Commissioner whom he has 
mado and can unmake, asking for favors 
in order that he may bo enabled to evade 
tin! law, outmameuver tho honest and un- 
skilled (in the law) sottler, and retain his 
ill-gotton acres, surely, surely thero can 
be none so blind as not to see that a prin- 
ciple lying at the very foundation of the 
independence, of Parliament and the 
honesty and purity of the Executive is 
being grossly violated. And it will be 
seen, too, how utterly hopeless it must he 
for outsiders to contend for their rights 
against a jumping Minister who has tho 
inside track, who can bring his official 
knowledge and influence to bear in his 
own favor and against the unfortunate 
settler.

Arrival of tlie Bark Brier 
ley Hill. 

The Hudson Baj* Company's bark Brier- 
ley Hill, Capt. Biiird, 168 tUys from Lon- 
don, arrived tit 8 o'clooW lafit evening, 
bringing a cargo of general'merchandise.j 
C;ipt. Baird reports very rough weather 
for 35 days lifter leaving England, very- 
light winds in tropical climates and heavy 
contrary winds in higher latitudes. En- 
countered heavy westerly seas and two 
heavy gales oil tho Horn. Shipped no 
wcter and lost no sails during the pas- 
sago. Crew all well. Tho Brierley Hill 
has a tonnage of 520, and carries 1000 tons 
of freight.* She will bo kept in this 
trade. _ 

From Kootenay- 

Mr. J. Johnston arrived yesterday from 
Kootcnay. He says that pack trains now 
bring large quantities of supplies from 
Missoula, Montana Territory, into the 
mines and living is very cheap. Beef is 
only 8 cents a ponud on the block. Flour, 
8 cents per tti. Hams, '25 and 30 cents; 
bacon, 25 cents. Two Government and 
livo private prospecting parties arc out 
and expect to strike several camps this 
Benson. Fanners are putting in large 
crops. Cattle wintered well, are very 
numerous and are falling in price. Tho 
season has been very backward and tho 
rivers are very high. There are but three 
miles of snow on the Hope Mountain. 



Additional from Xootenay. 

Mr. Wardle, the mail-carrier, arrived 
yesterday. Ho reports iliut four largo 
pack trains had arrived from Wallula and 
Walla Walla. The hydraulic companies 
.on Wild Horse Creek had heen delayed by 
high water; but expected to get to work 
by the 7th June. A party of Frenchmen 
from Dutch Creek spoke favorably of 
that locality, but tho water was too high 
to pros])oct to advantage. Prospecting 
on Weaver, Elk and Moojic Rivera was 
being prosecuted.

The British Board of Trade returns for 
tho month of April still indicate extraor- 
dinary and very general prosperity. The 
imports for that month reached the enor- 
mous value of £31,246,321, while the 
amount for the quarter was £116,113,624. 
Th<! total value of exports of British and 
Irish manufactures and other produce for 
the month was £21,343,026, and for tho 
quarter £83,715,392. The whole volume 
of trade for the month of April was £52,- 
589,347, or upwards of two hundred and 
sixty millions of dollars. The imports of 
wheat and Hour have been, on account of 
last year's bad crop, extraordinarily high. 
During the quarter ending with March 
tho value of those two articles .alone was 
£3,000,000 in excess of what it was for the 
corresponding period in 1872. The quan- 
tity of potatoes imported has also been 
extraordinary. In 1871 tho total quantity 
for tho first three months, brought int. • 
the country, was of the value of £13,717. 
In 1872 it roso to £79,34S, while in tho 
present your it mounted up to the extra- 
ordinary figure of £1,315,030. It is remar- 
kable that tho most cf the potatoes im- 
ported came from Franco, and from dis- 
tricts specially desolated during tho Fran- 
co-Prussian war. When peace was re- 
stored the people Jin Britain subscribed 
thousands of pounds for the purchase of 
seed for these ruined agriculturists; and 
but for that seasonable benevolence the 
deficiency in England would not havo 
been so easily marlo up as it has been. In 
the matter of exports tho actual bulk has 
diminished, but (lie value has been great- 
ly in excess of what it was in 1872. 

Dit. Ernest Guissan, of Berne, professes 
to have discovered a prophylactic for hy- 
drophodia.

■Madrid, Jnno 11. — Dissentions have 
broken out in the Carlist Camp.

South America. 

London, June 11 — Advices from Rio do 
Janerio up to the 23d ultimo havo boon 
received. The conflicts between tho cler- 
gy ami secret societies continue to agitate 
Brazil. The Ministry had to take strong 
grounds on the subject, and woro gaining 
support for their policy in tho Lower 
House. The Premier made a speech, de- 
fending Free Masons, and promising that 
energetic measures should be taken to 
prevent tho Bishops and Jesuits from in- 
terfering with the societies. 

London, Juno 11 — It is expected that 
the prosecution against the Tichborno 
claimant will bo able to establish their 
ease next week. 

Prince Amadous aud suite havo arrived 
in England, where they will remain dur- 
ing- the summer. 

Constantinople, Juno 11 — Tho Sultan 
has issued a formal decree granting to tho 
Khedive of Egypt an independent gov't, 
and authorizing him to augment his army 
and conclude formal treaties. 

Paris. J une 13 — Government has direc- 
ted the immediate transportation of Hen- 
ri Rochefort to Now Caledonia. 

Eastern States- 

Washington, Juno 13— Secretary Robo- 
sou and others who conducted tho Polar- 
is investigation will moot this evening 
to agree upon a report. 

Henry Howard and William Carlisle, 
Attorneys for the British Government, 
have gone to Newport, Rhode Island, 
where tho American and British Commis- 
sions arc in session. 

New York, June 12. — The Oraphic pub- 
lishes an extract from a private letter 
dated Rome, May 15, which tells of a ru- 
mor prevalent in that city that His Holi- 
ness Fopo Pius IX died some days bo- 
fore, and that his place is filled by a bold 
astute priest named Abbatiminatta. There 
was a priest of tho Order of Benedicts 
named Abbatiminatta who boro a strong 
resemblance to Fins IX, accordingly they 
determined that Father Abbatiminatta, in 
the event of tho Pope's death, should 
enact a part. The Pope died, but in- 
stead of their announcing the fact to the 
publio, they begin by informing the out- 
side world that tho Holy Father was gett- 
ing better, and finally that he was quito 
well again; the fact being that the re- 
mains of His Holiness were hidden away 
in a secret recess of tho Vatican collars 
and that Abbatiminatta had quietly step- 
ped into his place. 



Mr. Bright on Republican- 
ism. 

Mr. Bright writes to the secretary of 
a Republican meeting held in Birming- 
ham us follows :-— 

"Ballater, N.B., May 8, 1873. 

"Dear Siu, — I thank you for the in- 
vitation to your proposed conference, 
although I cannot bo present at it. 
You nsk for a word of encouragement, 
which I can hardly give. To possess 
'the best system of civil government' 
is n thing worth striving for, but it 
may be a wise policy to endeavor to 
perfect the 'civil government' wo have 
rather than to look for great changes 
which necessarily involve enormous 
risks. It is easier to uproot a Mon- 
archy than to give a healthy growth to 
th&t which is put in its place; mid I 
suspect the price wc should have to 
pay for tho change would be giCAtor 
that the change would be worth. Our 
forefathers suffered from nearly a cen- 
tury of unsettled Government in con- 
sequence of the overthrow of tho Mon- 
archy, brought on by the folly and 
'•.rimes of tho Monarch. Franco has 
endured many calamities and much 
humiliation for nearly 1 00 years past, 
springing from the destruction of tho 
ancient Government, and tho apparent 
impossibility of finding a stable Gov- 
ernment to Bucceed it. Spain is now 
in the«amo difficulty, and wc watch the 
experiment with interest and anxiety. 
For forty years past in this country wo 
have seen the course of improvement 
in our laws and administration equal, 
perhaps superior, to anything which 
has been witnessed in any othernation. 
This gives me hope and faith that wc 
can establish n civil Government so 
good as to attract to its support tho re- 
spect and love of all the intelligent 
among our people, and this without 
bringing upon us the troubles which I 
believe are inseparable from the up- 
rooting of an ancient Monarchy. 1 
have no sympathy with the object which 
gives its name to your club. I prefer 
to try to do good in the way of politi- 
cal reform by what I regard as a wiser 
and less hazardous, if a less ambitious, 
method; and. from what wo havo soon 
of the past, 1 think wo may gather 
liopo and faith for the future.

The Iowa Cyclone. 

A Tribune special dispatch from Wash- 
ington, Iowa, gives full details of tho ter- 
rible cyclone which swept over a portion 
of Washington and Keokuk counties on 
Thursday, the 22nd inst. In tho lino of 
tho storm everything, except hero and 
there a mile or two over which the whirl- 
wind seems to havo jumped, is desolate 
looking. Scarcely a house, bam, shed or 
granary is left. AH are swept uwuvy as 
cloan as the lire wiped out tho north sido 
of Chicago. Tho exact starting point of 
tho storm is believed to have been Keokuk, 
probably a few miles west of Lancaster, 
which town, it is said, was totally demol- 
ished. It advanced in a north-easterly di- 
rection, passing north of Talleyrand about 
three miles, ami south of Koona, through 
tho German settlement called Baden, ap- 
proaching tho line of Washington Coun- 
ty, whore it jumped a distance of about 
eight inilos, alighting again about six 
miles north-west ef Washington, on tho 
farm of Frank Brown. 

Remaining on the ground for six or 
eight miles, it passed up to Highland 
township.then leaving tlio earth in the 
middlo of tho township, where its force 
was spent, audit disappeared as suddenly 
as it appeared. 

Those who saw tho commencement say 
they lirst noticed an immense black mass, 
which to some resembled a huge hay- 
stack in shape, and to others a balloon 
with the small end toward the ground. 
They could not see beyond its borders, 
but as it went by they saw mud and sticks 
Hying in all directions as if they were 
chaff, broken and twisted into a 'million 
of fragments; some of which were forced 
into tin; ground two or three feet. Cattle 
were lifted up, carried some distance, and 
hurled headlong to the earth. 

The lirst farm visited was that of John 
C. Cunningham, which is about nine miles 
north-east of Washington. Neither the. 
earn nor bouse were visible. They had 
been torn to pieces, and only a few frag- 
ments remained. Everything had been 
blown to pieces. Boards woro sticking 
out of the lields, some of them imbedded 
in the ground two feet, and so tightly 
that they could not be pulled out. Dead 
stock was visible every whore, horses, cows, 
pigs and chickens, Here and there were 
pigs impaled to tho ground, while fre- 
quently chickens were encountered with- 
out a feather on them. Three hundred 
head of stock wore killed outright. In tho 
dwelling, when the tornado npproached, 
wero Mrs. M/iOoy, daughter of Mr. Cun- 
ningham, Mrs. Corringer, and two chil- 
dren. They went into the cellar for shel- 
tor, but remained there only a short time, 
being lifted and carried some distance 
and thrown to the ground, Mrs. McCoy 
had her head cut, and was'badly bruised. 
•Mrs. Corringor was rendered insensible, 
but was not seriously buit. The children 
woro uninjured. They were found lying 
in a heap beside the cellar walls. 

East of Cunningham's is the farm of 
Mrr Davidson. His house and barn were 
destroyed, and he himself killed. Mr. 
Housel. who was with him at thotime.was 
fatally injured, and died on Friday morn- 
ing. All of the latter ja. clothing was torn 
off his body. ' ' ' 

North from Cunningham's is, the farm 
of John Babcock. His residence, barns, 
outhouses, and ginneries wore demolish- 
ed. His family were fortunately absent, 
and ho himself escaped uninjured. The 
apple orchard, one of the largest in the 
country, is now without trees; they wero 
torn up by tho roots and hurried along. 
A grove of locusts was also carried away. 
Trees eighteen inches tbirts wero snapped 
as clay pipes can be. Some of tho stumps 
remaining look as if a saw had been used, 
so clean and smooth was the break. 

Tho next farm was that of David Conor. 
Here was the same desolation as at the 
other places, only less building material 
was observable. Of the houses, barns and 
sheds, scarcely a vestige was left, Mr. 
and Mrs. Conor and Alex. Gibson, a 
neighbour, were in the house, and Hought 
shelter in tho collar mid escaped with 
slight injuries. 

A short distance from Conor's stood 
the district school-house, which shared the 
fate of all others in the path of the cyclone. 
Miss Smith, the teacher, and twenty 
pupils were hi the school-houso, when 
the storm struck it and carried it away, 
leaving them in tho roadway, with the 
exception of a daughter of Henry Kuth- 
mel, aged eleven, who was taken up by 
the wind and carried a quarter of a mile, 
where her mangled and nearly nude body- 
was afterwards found. Miss' Smith and 
six of the scholars were injured, several 
ot them seriously. The mud was blown 
so hard in tho faces of many of tho chil- 
dren that it cannot be washed oil*. Some 
of their faces look as if they had been tat- 
tooed with India ink or powder. 

Near the school-bouse stood the dwell- 
ing of Henry Walters. It was blown to 
atoms and Mrs, Walters was instant ly 
killed. When found she had a pair of 
twins in her arms. One littlo fellow was 
bruised and cut and died the following 
morning. The other one escaped , no one 
can toll bow. Three other children of 
Mr. Walters were in the school-house 
aud were seriously, two, it is thought, 
fatally, injured . 

A quarter of a mile south of the school 
is the farm ami elegant house of Alex. 
Gibson. None of the buildings are 
standing. His farming implements are 
gone, and bis stock dead. Sixty fat steers, 
some weighing 1,101) pounds "each, were 
carried by the wind swenty rods into a 
slough. None of the occupants of the 
honso, seven in number were killed, but 
some were seriously injured. 

Tho houses of Thomas Walters, Wil- 
liam Caldwell, and George Gilchrist were 
all demolished. At Walters' house Mrs. 
Walters, the grandmother of theowner, 
was fatally injured by Hying boards. The 
cyclone came within 20 foot of James K. 
Marbourgh's house, but did it no injury. 

There was very little hail in Washington 
County, but specimens woro exhibited 
here which wore brought from beyond 
Koona and near Lonkaster. One piece 
weighed seven ounces, and was nine 
inches in circumference. Several pieces 
still larger than this are said to have been 
[licked up. 

A Mock of 150 sheap wore grazing in 
a field when tin; cyclone approached. In- 
stinctively tho poor animals huddled 
closely together, as if for mutual protec- 
tion. Tho storm swooped down on them, 
and bore them into tho air, where, as 
an oyo witness says, they looked liko a 
Hock of immense birds whirling around 
and around. They were thus swept along 
a distanooof a half a mile, when they 
struck tho earth, all hut 40 mangled and 
torn actually into fragments, and scattered 
along the path of the storm. 

Very little definite information lias 
boon received of tho extent of tho damage 
to property and loss of lifo in Keokuk 
County, but it is known that livo persons, 



Mrs. Campbell, Mrs. Endleingor and 
child, and a child of Michael Fuch were 
killed, and ten other adults and thildren 
injured. 



Valuj! or Land in 1G88 and 1873.— The 
annual value of land in England and 
Wales is estimated to havo risen six times 
since 1SG8. Mr. John Mdodonell, in his 
recently-published book on the land ques- 
tion, tells us so, and that this rise has 
been going on of lato is proved by a 
glance at the property-tax returns, wdiich 
show that, between 1853 and 1870 the an- 
nual value of the rent-bearing area of tho 
United Kingdom increased from £19,55'.) - 
000 to £50,540,000, At the same time', 
oven during the present century, thero 
havo been great fluctuations in routs. 
During- the French war they roso enor- 
mously. After the peace they foil 10 to 
33 per cent. Under the influence of the 
Corn Laws they again rose, to decline 
shortly after those measures had been re- 
pealed. From 1853 to the present time 
they have steadily risen. As to urban 
land, a square foot in Victoria street lets 
for £1 sterling. A piece of ground in 
Holborn bought in 1552 for £100 now 
yields £5000 a year. A wharf in Castle 
Baynard bought for £2000 in 1070 lately 
realized £110,000. An aero of land in 
South Kensington, which was Bold for 
£1)200 in 1852, fetched £23,350 in 1800. 
Wo are told that the prico of an aero of 
the most valuable uncovered land in the 
City of London after tho Great Fire in 
in 1000 was £;i0.000, or about ono-third 
of tho value when built upon. At the 
present time the highest rate for such 
unbuilt land may bo taken at £1.000,000 
an acre, and such value constitutes throe- 
fourths of the value of the property after 
it has buildings upon it.— Land tft Water.
